The public 
[was prepared for a verdict of “not 
[proven,” but did not expect its recent 
jhero to be branded as an impostor. 
[Many still cling to the belief that 
Cook acted in good faith, but har 
‘bored a delusion. 
Explorers 
and

I unanimously have lost faith in Cook’: 
•honesty, while one of his warmest 
'supporters, Knud Rasmussen, helped 
[to frame the report. The Copenhagen 
(papers attack Cook and severely re- 
Iproach nim for hiding, which they re-, 
tgard as a sign of a guilty conscience. 


Degree Could Be Withdrawn. 
The rector of the university, Dr. 
iSalomonsen, when questioned as to 
[the possibility of the university can 
feeling the degree which it conferred 
son Dr. Cook, said that no decision had 
Ibeen reached, but he thought that the 
[degree could be withdrawn in so m e 
.way as a government could deprive a 
(person of an order obtained uader 
[false pretenses. 
In an interview Knud Rasmussen 
I said: 
“The university would not call me 
I at first because I was one of Dr. 
[C ok’s strongest supporters. 
Later, 
however, I was invited to the investi­ 
gation and when I saw the observa­ 
tions I realized it was a scandal. 
“My confidence in Cook has been 
.based on personal impressions, on re- 
[ports that I had received and also on 
the testimony of the Eskimos that he 
had made the trip from Cape Sparbo 
to Etah and such a trip during the 
(dark winter would suffice to make a 
man famous. 
But the papers which 
Cook sent to Copenhagen university 
are most 
impudent. 
No schoolboy 


I could make such calculations. It is a 
most childish attempt at cheating. 
Cook has killed himself by his own 
foolish acts.”

Cook had made from the sale of his 
narrative to newspapers in this coun­ 
try and abroad and from his lectures.

REGULARS SUFFERED HEAVILY 


Casualty List at Rccreo Very Large, 


the Rebels Taking That Place by 


Assault— Fighting 
Still 
Continues, 


but It Is Only a Matter of Time Be­ 


fore the Revolutionists W ill Take 


the Remaining Strongholds. 


Blueflelds. Nicaragua, Dec. 22.—The 
revolutionists under command of Gen­ 
eral Estrada have completely routed 
the Zelayan forces near Rama. 
Es­ 
trada has captured Reereo, Vasquez’ 
strongest position, and he has been 
victorious all along the line, which 
stretches for a distance of eight miles. 
When the forward movement began 
detachments were sent out under Gen­ 
erals Luis Mena, Fornos Diaz, Alfredo 
Diaz, Chamorro and Matuty. 
It was 
General Mena’s task to outflank Gon­ 
zales, who directed the defense of the 
great body of the government troops. 
These in large numbers were well in­ 
trenched, but Estrada’s followers were 
armed with the latest equipment and 
machine guns were brought into play 
to clear the trenches. The casualties 
on the government side were high, the 
greatest 
execution 
being 
done 
at 
Recreo, 
w'hich 
the 
revolutionists 
finally took by assault. 
Among those in the revolutionary 
ranks was Captain Godfrey Fowler, 
formerly of the Thirty-third infantry. 
U. S. A., who was in command of the 
artillery on the firing line. 
Tatumbia, a short distance 
from 
Recreo, was captured by General Mena 
after a bloody fight. 
Tatumbia also 
was one of the strong positions of the 
government forces, but the revolution­ 
ists were in greater number and had 
with them effective artillery. 
The lighting still continues at the 
upper end of the Zelayan trenches, 
but it is only a matter of time before 
the revolutionists will take the re­ 
maining strongholds. A large number 
of prisoners have been captured by 
General Estrada. 
Word has reached here that Zelaya 
has determined to retain the position 
of commander-in-chief of the army.

Both factions at different stages of the 
controversy favored arbitration, with 
opposite views as to details, but the 
chances now are that they will agree, 
if they have not already done so, upon 
the methods to he employed. 
Members of the railway department 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and Vice President George T. Slade of 
the

Manager J. M. Gruber of the Great 
Northern were brought together in the 
office of Mr. Slade, through the media­ 
tion of Governor A. O. Eberhart, rep­ 
resented by Ralph W. Wheelock, his 
private secretary. Another session was 
held later arid while neither the offi­ 
cials nor the labor leaders would give 
anythir^; out for publication, it was 
evident that the conference was suc­ 
cessful. 
The fact that the conferees had 
agreed to maintain the strictest se­ 
crecy was evidence in itself that ne­ 
gotiations had been reopened. 
The only definite information ob­ 
tainable was that the conference will 
be resumed and that until then every 
thing connected with the strike will 
remain as it is.

day evening. 
It is presumed that the stay of a 
day was agreed on so that the local 
officials could get in communication 
with the rest of the general managers 
committee, some of whom are located 
in Chicago and some in St. Louis and 
elsewhere. 
The opinion is that the switchmen 
and the officials are now willing to ar­ 
bitrate under the Erdman act, with 
the stipulation that there shall be no 
appeal from the award. 


TAKES THE OATH OF OFFICE 


M adriz Sworn in as President of Nica 
ragua. 
Managua, Nicaragua, Dec. 22.—Jest 
Madriz has been inaugurated as pre a i 
dent of 
Nicaragua. 
The ceremony 
was held at the palace instead of at 
the parliament building. Former Pri s 
ident Zelaya was kept waiting fifteen 
minutes by Dr. Madriz, who entered 
the hall accompanied by Julian Irias, 
minister general. 
Zelaya, who wore the Order of tile 
Legion of Honor, made a brief speech. 
The oath of office was administered 
by the president of congress, after 
which salutes were fired by the artil­ 
lery, accompanied by the ringing ot 
church bells. 
Later groups of men pa­ 
raded the streets, crying “Death to 
Zelaya,” “Viva Estrada.” 
There was 
no interference by the police. 
Returning to his hotel, President 
Madriz read a decree from the bal­ 
cony, announcing political amnesty 
and the release of the inmates of the 
penitentiary. 
This was greeted with 
tremendous cheering. 
During the riots at Granada, Ru 
dolph Downing, an American citizen, 
who was born at Granada, was arrest­ 
ed. The American consul at once filed 
a protest.

Says He Has no Remembrance 
of 
Anything That Night After 
Leaving Aitkin 
The first witness called today in 
the Kegg murder case, was Conductor 
Denny, who testified to the two In­ 
dians getting on the train at Aitkin 
and leaving it at Deerwood. 
Kegg was put on the stand in his 
own defense, testifying through an 
interpreter. 
He denied all knowl­ 
edge of the crime and says he can re­ 
member nothing after leaving Ait­ 
kin until he was in the hotel at Deer­ 
wood the next morning. 
Kegg pro­ 
fesses to be unable to speak English, 
but those who have been watching 
him during the trial doubt this and 
saw that when any importance evi­ 
dence was being brought 
out 
he 
would lean forward and watch the 
witness and listen closely to all that 
was being said. 
It is expected that the case will 
go to the jury some time this even­ 
ing. 
The Story of the Crime 
The story of the killing of Sam 
Pete, is like that of many another 
crime. 
Sam Pete and 
John 
Kegg 
were Mille Lacs Indians and had 
lived around Cove and 
were 
well 
known there. 
This was established 
by the evidence of Elza Warren, who 
was well acquainted 
with 
them. 
They were on a drive on the upper 
Mississippi river together, the drive, 
it is said, disbanding 
at 
Aitkin. 
There were a number 
of 
Indians, 
some of them the worse for liquor, 
got on the Northern Pacific train at 
Aitkin and some came on to Brain­ 
erd while two got off at Deerwood. 
The next morning the remains of 
Sam Pete were found on the Bay 
Lake road, about a mile 
south 
of 
Deerwood, with the head crushed in, 
evidently by a stick of stove wood 
which had been picked up from be­ 
side the road where it had fallen 
from some farmer’s wagon. 
John 
Kegg, the Indian charged with the 
murder, was met on the road between 
the body and Deerwood, by Arthur 
Haglund, headed toward Deerwood, 
and apparently under the influence 
of liquor. 
Going a little further on 
Haglund passed the body of Sam 
Pete but thought that he was drunk 
and paid no attention to the body 
lying there. Others afterwards found 
the body and Dr. Sewall was called 
but found life extinct. 
John Kegg, 
the Indian on trial, appeared at the 
Deerwood hotel covered with blood 
and without a hat and explained 
that he had been 
in 
a fight. 
He 
bought a hat and shirt got break­ 
fast and again started south on the 
Bay Lake road when he was arrested. 
It was found that Sam Pete was evi­ 
dently in the act of taking off his 
pack sack when struck from behind. 
as his arm was held up against his 
head, when found, by the strap of 
the sack. 
John Kegg was brough : 
to Brainerd, 
given 
a preliminary 
hearing and held to the grand jury 
on the charge of murder, without 
bail. 
He has since been in Jail here 
and was indicted at the present term 
of court. 
The witnesses called yesterday to 
establish the state’s theory of the 
crime were Arthur Haglund, Aaron 
Oere, C. J. Rathvon, C. E. Benson, 
T. W. Gibson, Peter Larson, C. B. 
Braford, Elza Warren, Dr. R. J. Sew­ 
all and Dr. R. A. Beise.
